of France. 


TI a4 Hereas the differences betweene Vs, and Our Brother the 
| hs French King, haue beene of later times, and at this pꝛeſent are ſo 
notozious, that neither Our owne Subtects, noꝛ any our Allpes and 
Confederates, can in any pꝛobabilitie pꝛetend ignozance of them; And 
Ln) whereas Our lapd Bꝛother of France, did publiſh two ſcucrall De- 
Nh WY clarations, the firſtofthe fourteenth day of May, one thouſand fixe 
* 6 e hundꝛed twentp leuen, the ſecond of the twelfch of Auguſt, one thous 
— a (and ſixe hundꝛed twenty ſeuen , full of acrimony , wherein, amongſt 
other things, all Traffique and Commerce with Our Realine of Evogland is prohibited, not 
oncly to H150\vne Subiects, but to all others of whatſocuer qualitie, coudition, o2 Nation they 
bee, vnder leuere penalties, which not withſtanding, pet Wee haue p:oceeded with luch mode⸗ 
ration, that hitherto Wee haue not onely foꝛboꝛne any ſuch publication, but haue in a ſozt dif- 
penſed with ſuch as haue carried to Dur lapd Bꝛother, and his Suvtects , cuen Warlite pꝛouiſi⸗ 
ons, and other the moſt fozbidden Commodities, hoping that this Our mildeneſſe and faciltty. 
would haue pꝛoduced better effects: Wut now, taking into Our Paincely conſideration the 
manifold intonueniences which vpon this libertie haue enſued, and daply map bee multiplicd, 
to the dammage of Us and Our people, if the lame ſhould not bee pꝛeuented with a ſpeedie re⸗ 
ſtraint; And well knowing how agrecable it is to reaſon, and the pꝛactice of all Pzinces and 
States, to hinder and diuert the tranſpoztation of all manner of Uictuals, and Munittons of 
Warre , pꝛouided foꝛ the ayde and ſuppozt ofthoſe,who at pꝛelent are not in amitie with Us, and 
therefoze are likely to imploy them againſt Ts and Our Kingdomes; wee are relolued to 
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publth and notific, and by theſe p2eſents , by the aduice of Our P2tinte Connſell, doe pub- 
liſh and nottfie, that Bee will not Hencefoozth perunt any perſon whatſceuer , tofend, oz carry 
into the Beaime of France, oꝛ atip the Countreps and Domtnions of the French Bing, any 
manner of Graine , e2 other Uictuals, oz any manner of pꝛouiſions, to ſcrue to build, furniſh, 
0: arme any Ships of warre, or any kinde of Mrnition fo2 the Warre, oz Materials for the 


lame, beeing not ofthe nature of meere Merchandiße: And therckoꝛe, if aup perſon, either of 


Dur owne Subiects, oz of Dur Allpes and Conkederates, ſhallaſter twenty dayes from the 
publication of theſe pꝛeſents, by any of Our owue Ships oꝛ the Ships of any Our Subiects au⸗ 
thoꝛtzed vnder the great Seale of the Admiraltie to that effect, be taken lapung towards the pla⸗ 
tes afoꝛeſlayd, hauing on board aup Oꝛdinance, Armes of any ſozt, Dowder, Shot, Match 23zm- 
ſtone, Copper, Jron, Coꝛdage ok any kindes, Hempe, Saile, Cables, Anthoꝛs, Maſts, Nafters, 
Boat⸗oares, Capꝛaucs, Clapboard, Ptpeſtanes, Ueſlels, Pitch, Tarre, Rolin. Okam, Coꝛne, 
Graine, oꝛ Uictnals of any ſoꝛt, oꝛ any pꝛouiſions foꝛ ſhipping, oꝛ Munitions foꝛ Marre, oꝛ return- 
ing thence in the ſame Uoyage with the pꝛoteede of the ſayd pꝛohibited goods; Wee ſhall hold 
the ſayd Ships and Goods ſo taken foꝛ lawfullP213e, and cauſe them to bee oꝛdered as Ships 
and Goods duely fozfeited foꝛ the benefit of Our lelues, where Our ownre Shippes ſhall ar- 
reſt the lame, and to the benefit of ſuch others as being not in Our wages but otherwile au⸗ 
thoꝛtzed bnder the great Deale of Dar Admiraltie, as is afozeſaid,by Letters of Marque, haue 
ſtayed and arreſted the lame.
